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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 10/27/2008 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 
1. This action is responsive to an Amendment filed 10/27/2008. Claims 6-10, 15-22, 24, 26, 
28-31, 36-41 are pending. Claims 6, 16, 19, 22, 24, 26, 36, and 39 are amended. Claims 1-5, 11- 
14, 23, 25, 27, 32-35 are canceled. 

Response to Arguments 
1 . Applicant's arguments regarding claim 6, 16, 19, 22, 24, 26, 36, and 39, filed 10/27/2008, 
have been considered, but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 6-10, 15-22, 24, 26, 28-31, 36-41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 

anticipated by Matthews, III et al. 

Referring to claim 6, Matthews, III et al. discloses a system for providing an extended 

electronic program guide, comprising: 

at least one recorded material database (local memory cache) containing user-initiated 
(col. 9, 1. 50-52) recorded material that includes at least one of: recorded video 
streams, still images, recorded audio streams and recorded closed captioning 
information (col. 7, 1. 9-21, 31-42; col. 9, 1. 45-67; & col. 10, 1. 1-13). 
at least one live stream database containing at least information regarding at least one 
of: a current live stream and a future live stream (col. 6, 1. 59-67; col. 7, 1. 1-8; & col. 
8, 1. 6-10); 

a database integrator (user interface unit 90) that produces for display the extended 
electronic program guide, the database integrator operatively connected to the at least 
one recorded material database and the at least one live stream database, the extended 
electronic program guide including information related to the recorded material and 
information related to the at least one of: the current live stream and the future live 
stream (col. 4, 1. 48-65; col. 8, 1. 52-67; col. 9, 1. 1-1-12, 45-67; & col. 10, 1. 1-49); 
and 

- wherein the extended electronic program guide is organized as a grid of entries (Fig. 
5), said grid including a plurality of cells wherein said entries are contained within 
said cells, each of the cells including the information related to at least one of: the 
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current live stream or the future live stream and wherein at least one entry 140, in at 
least one cell of said plurality of cells, indicates presence of existent recorded material 
associated with at least a second entry in said at least one cell, said at least a second 
entry containing the information related to either the current live stream or the future 
live stream (WW II Documentary)(col. 9, 1. 56-67 & col. 10, 1. 1-13). 

NOTE: The USPTO considers the applicant's "at least one of language to be anticipated by any 

reference containing any of the subsequent corresponding elements. 

Referring to claims 7, 38, and 41, Matthews, III et al. discloses the system/method 

according to claims 6, 36, and 39, respectively, wherein the recorded material is time shifted data 

of predetermined live stream data (col. 10, 1. 5-10). 

Referring to claims 8 and 28, Matthews, III et al. discloses the system/method according 

to claims 6 and 26, respectively, wherein the recorded material is material derived from a source 

of digital data (col. 7, 1. 9-21). 

Referring to claims 9 and 29, Matthews, III et al. discloses the system/method according 

to claims 6 and 26, respectively, wherein respective recorded material of a plurality of recorded 

materials is derived from a respective source of digital data of a plurality of digital data (col. 7, 1. 

9-21, 31-42 & col. 10, 1. 1-10). 

Referring to claims 10, 20, and 30, Matthews, III et al. discloses the system/method 

according to claims 6, 19, and 26, respectively, wherein the at least one recorded material 

database includes data related to predetermined recorded material (col. 7, 1. 31-42), identification 

data (col. 9, 1. 56-67 & col. 10, 1. 1-10), and optionally, at least one of data representing: time 

recorded, time duration, actors/actresses (col. 7, 1. 2), rating, and password. 
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NOTE: The USPTO considers the applicant's "at least one of language to be anticipated by any 
reference containing any of the subsequent corresponding elements. 

Referring to claims 15, 21, and 31, Matthews, III et al. discloses the system/method 
according to claims 6, 19, and 26, respectively, wherein the information regarding at least one of: 
the current live stream and the future live stream correspondingly includes at least one of: 
identification of the current live stream and identification of the future live stream (WW II 
Documentary)(Fig. 5), and the information related to recorded material includes identification of 
the recorded material (Hitler, Pearl Harbor, A-Bomb)(Fig. 5). 

Referring to claims 16 and 19, Matthews, III et al. discloses a method/system for 
providing an extended electronic program guide, comprising: 

generating at least one recorded material database (local memory cache) containing 
recorded material that includes at least time shifted data of predetermined live stream 
data (col. 7, 1. 9-21, 31-42; col. 9, 1. 45-67; & col. 10, 1. 1-13); 

- processing at least one of a current and a future live stream to obtain data regarding 
the at least one of the current and the future live stream (col. 6, 1. 59-67; col. 7, 1. 1-8; 
& col. 8, 1. 6-10); 

- producing, for display, the extended electronic program guide by integrating data 
regarding the at least one of the current live stream and the future live stream with 
data from the at least one recorded material database, the extended electronic program 
guide including displayed information related to the recorded material and 
information regarding the at least one of the current live stream and the future live 
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stream (col. 4, 1. 48-65; col. 8, 1. 52-67; col. 9, 1. 1-1-12, 45-67; & col. 10, 1. 1-49); 
and 

- wherein the extended electronic program guide is organized as a grid of entries (Fig. 
5), said grid including a plurality of cells wherein said entries are contained within 
said cells, each of the cells including information related to at least one of: the current 
live stream or the future live stream and wherein at least one entry 140, in at least one 
cell of said plurality of cells, indicates presence of existent recorded material 
associated with at least a second entry in said at least one cell, said at least a second 
entry containing the information related to either the current live stream or the future 
live stream (WW II Documentary)(col. 9, 1. 56-67 & col. 10, 1. 1-13). 
NOTE: The USPTO considers the applicant's "at least one of language to be anticipated by any 
reference containing any of the subsequent corresponding elements. 

Referring to claim 17, Matthews, III et al. discloses the method according to claim 16, 
wherein the at least one recorded material database includes, for predetermined recorded material 
(col. 7, 1. 31-42), identification data (col. 9, 1. 56-67 & col. 10, 1. 1-10), and optionally, at least 
one of time recorded, time duration, actors/actresses (col. 7, 1. 2), rating, and password. 
NOTE: The USPTO considers the applicant's "at least one of language to be anticipated by any 
reference containing any of the subsequent corresponding elements. 

Referring to claim 18, Matthews, III et al. discloses the method according to claim 16, 
wherein the data regarding the at least one of the current and the future live stream includes 
correspondingly at least one of identification of the current live stream and identification of the 
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future live stream (WW II Documentary)(Fig. 5), and the information related to recorded 

material includes identification of the recorded material (Hitler, Pearl Harbor, A-Bomb)(Fig. 5). 

NOTE: The USPTO considers the applicant's "at least one of language to be anticipated by any 

reference containing any of the subsequent corresponding elements. 

Referring to claims 22, 24, and 26, Matthews, III et al. discloses a method/system for 

providing and displaying an extended electronic program guide, comprising: 

generating at least one recorded material database (local memory cache) containing 
user-initiated (col. 9, 1. 50-52) recorded material that includes at least one of: recorded 
video streams, still images, recorded audio stream and recorded closed captioning 
information (col. 7, 1. 9-21, 31-42; col. 9, 1. 45-67; & col. 10, 1. 1-13); 
generating at least one live stream database containing at least information regarding 
at least one of a current live stream and a future live stream (col. 6, 1. 59-67; col. 7, 1. 
1-8; & col. 8, 1. 6-10); 
- producing, for display, the extended electronic program guide by integrating data 
from the at least one of: the live stream database and the pre-generated database, with 
data from the at least on recorded material database, the extended electronic program 
guide including information related to the recorded material and information 
regarding the at least one of: the current and the future live stream (col. 4, 1. 48-65; 
col. 8, 1. 52-67; col. 9, 1. 1-1-12, 45-67; & col. 10, 1. 1-49); 

displaying the extended electronic program guide (Fig. 5) wherein information related 
to the recorded material is displayed with information regarding the at least one of the 
current and the future live stream (Fig. 5), the information regarding the at least one 
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of the current and the future live stream including correspondingly at least one of: 
identification of the current live stream and identification of the future live stream 
(WW II Documentary)(Fig. 5), and the information related to the recorded material 
including Identification of the recorded material (Hitler, Pearl Harbor, A-Bomb)(Fig. 
5); and 

- wherein displaying the extended electronic program guide comprises displaying a 
grid of entries (Fig. 5), said grid including a plurality of cells wherein said entries are 
contained within said cells, each of the cells including the information related to at 
least one of the current live stream or the future live stream and wherein at least one 
entry 140, in at least one cell of said plurality of cells, indicates presence of existent 
recorded material associated with at least a second entry in said at least one cell, said 
at least a second entry containing the information related to either the current live 
stream or the future live stream (WW II Documentary)(col. 9, 1. 56-67 & col. 10, 1. 1- 
13). 

NOTE: The USPTO considers the applicant's "at least one of language to be anticipated by any 

reference containing any of the subsequent corresponding elements. 

Referring to claims 36 and 39, Matthews, III et al. discloses a system/method for 

providing an extended electronic program guide, comprising: 

at least one local recorded material database (local memory cache) containing 
recorded material (col. 7, 1. 9-21, 31-42; col. 9, 1. 45-67; & col. 10, 1. 1-13); 
a database integrator (user interface unit 90) that produces for display the extended 
electronic program guide, wherein the extended electronic program guide is 
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organized as a grid of entries (Fig. 5), said grid including a plurality of cells wherein 
said entries are contained within said cells, each of the cells including the information 
related to at least one of the current live stream or the future live stream and wherein 
at least one entry 140, in at least one cell of said plurality of cells, indicates presence 
of existent recorded material associated with at least a second entry in said at least 
one cell, said at least a second entry containing the information related to either the 
current live stream or the future live stream (WW II Documentary)(col. 9, 1. 56-67 & 
col. 10, 1. 1-13). 

NOTE: The USPTO considers the applicant's "at least one of language to be anticipated by any 
reference containing any of the subsequent corresponding elements. 

Referring to claims 37 and 40, Matthews, III et al. discloses the system/method of claims 
36 and 39, respectively, wherein the at least one entry indicates the presence of existent recorded 
material associated with the information related to at least one of: the current live stream and the 
future live stream, when available, using a symbol (Fig. 5). 

NOTE: The USPTO considers the applicant's "at least one of language to be anticipated by any 
reference containing any of the subsequent corresponding elements. 

Conclusion
